According to the Los Angeles Exam­ 
iner a movement Is on foot to settle 
the State road controversy in Imperial 
county by building both the El Centro- 
Yuma road aud the Brawley road. The 
Riverside Press is strongly opposed to 
the plan, declaring that but one road 
can be secured. 
The Examiner says: 
"The gaining of $400,000 in highway 
appropriations from the state legisla­ 
ture for Imperial valley is the object 
of a movement begun by good roads 
advocates in several parts of Southern 
California. 
The plan is to merge the 
two distinct imperial valley road pro­ 
jects now under way and present the 
amended bills at Sacramento with the 
full weight of all Bout lier u California 
behind them. 
Favored by Darlington 
"The importance of the move was in­ 
dicated yesterday when N. D. Darling­ 
ton, Southern California member of 
the California state highway commis­ 
sion, asserted that it was his belief 
the commission would support such a 
united measure. 
Chairman Charles 
I). Bianey, chairman of the commis­ 
sion, who was in the city yesterday in 
conference with Commissioner Dar­ 
lington, also favored the. merging of 
the two projects. 
"The ngivement will combine the 
Los Angeles-to-Brawley 
project 
and 
the Holtville-to-Yuma plans, if success­ 
ful. 
In this way. it is asserted, both 
roads will 
be 
practically 
assured. 
Should antagonism between the two 
roads he carried into the legislature, 
there is danger of both being defeat­ 
ed, according to those who have stud­ 
ied the situation closely. 
"Both roads are 
asking 
$200,000. 
The compromise measure would ass 
for $400,000 to be divided equally be­ 
tween the two. 
And, it is declared, 
the result would be a through boule­ 
vard from Los Angeles to Yuma. 
Darlington’s Views 
“Meantime there is another and de­ 
cidedly distinct movement in another 
part of the Imperial valley. 
This is 
for a road from Holtville 
to 
Yuma. 
The latter project also calls for $200,- 
000, 
" ‘By combining the two, as has been 
protmsed, Southern California can al­ 
most certainly get $400,000 from them,’ 
said commissioner Darlington. 
I am 
\ of the belief that the San Diego county 
supervisors and the San Diego cham­ 
ber of commerce would endorse resolu­ 
tions advocating the appropriation or 
$200,000 on the Los Angeles-Brawley 
highway, if tile Los Angeles 
bodies 
would take the same stand. 
" ‘And I am of Ute belief from what 
I am told by the compromise 
advo­ 
cates, that the Imperial valley inter­ 
ests also may be cemented 
in 
this 
measure which will bring $400,000 
state aid to that county besides fed­ 
eral assistance. 
Give Choice of Routee 
" i n this way both problems would 
be solved, according to the way it has 
been put to me. 
Brawley would get a 
direct highway to Iras Angeles. 
And 
Holtville would get the road to Yuma. 
As a m atter of 
fae‘ 
travel could 
choose its own road from Holtville. It 
could turn northward and come to Los 
Angeles by way of Imperial and Braw­ 
ley or go to San Diego and come up 
by way of the coast. 
" i t would put, iii other words, both 
Holtville and Brawley on a through 
route. 
And this, of courae, would be 
impossible if only one of the projects 
were carried through, 
according 
to 
the arguments. 
I very frankly state 
that I believe it is a rair solution. 
‘From Brawley the route around 
the Salton sea would be settled only 
after deliberate study. 
This 
would 
have to be worked out. 
Many advo­ 
cate the east side for the road and 
others the west side. This would be 
decided later.’" 
The Riverside Press discusses the 
$400,000 proposal as follows: 
“SUGGESTION IS UNWISE 
The suggestion of Highway Com­ 
missioner Darlington that an effort be 
made to get appropriations through 
the legislature for $400,000, providing 
both of the Brawley-Mecea and Holt- 
ville-Yuma roads, is not wise. 
It has 
been made very clear 
by 
Governor 
Johnson and leading members of the 
finance committees in the legislature 
that not more than $200,000 can be ap­ 
propriated this year for any highway 
project in 
Southern California. 
lr 
both billB are urged, or one bill be of­ 
fered calling for $400,00. the practical 
result will be that nothing will be se­ 
cured. 
Assemblyman Avey and others who 
are urging the Brawley-Mecca road 
have eliminated from consideration all 
questions of the relative merits of the 
Mammoth Wash or sand,hill route to 
Yuma. They are leaving that problem 
to be ^determined in the future, after 
careful investigations, and after the 
demanoa of transcontinental highway 
travel made a road to Yuma more im­ 
perative than it Is today. 
They are 
simply asking for a commercial high­ 
way that will afford the Imperial val­ 
ley an outlet to the populous centers 
or Southern California. 
“All the indications of the past few 
days have pointed to an agroement on 
the Avey bill and a postponement of 
the Yuma project. 
It is extremely 
unfortunate, therefore, for Commis­ 
sioner Darlington to ball things up by 
proposing an effort to get 9400,000 (or
